T'o the School Board and Citizens of Jefferson: 

The superintendent of schools herewith presents 
his sixth annual report. 

Hight schools have been open during the year 
with an average of thirty-six weeks. Ten teachers 
have been employed and, as a body, they have 
worked faithfully. There have been several changes, 
so that only three teachers are now in the schools 
who were with us a year ago. Teachers at present 
are as follows:

The value to the schools of keeping good teach- 
ers is evidenced by the good work done this year at 
the Meadows. The teachers here remained from last 
year, and the work is progressing especially well. 
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This is partly due to the fact that the teachers at- 
tended normal school last summer. In the primary 

school, there is a good interest and strong founda- 
tions are being laid for self-control and intellectual 

accomplishment. Excellent methods and devices are 

used in teaching and illustrating the work. In the 

grammar school, besides doing good work in the 

ordinary studies, some very commendable work has 

been done in manual training and domestic science. 

In manual training the boys have madesomerepairs 

on the school building besides making useful articles 
for home and school, as sleeve board, nail box and 

broom holder. At present they are building a large 
closet in which to keep books, cooking utensils and 

apparatus. While the boys are busy at the bench 
the girls have the needle and make not only simple 

towels and aprons but more difficult clothing and 

even dresses. An especially pleasing feature this 

year is the plan by. which the pupils who remain at 

noon can have something warm for dinner. Ata 

very small expeuse a few dishes were provided. The 

teacher furnished an oil stove. Now the pupils club 

together and pav for the materials out of which the 

girls make appetizing dishes. The actual expense is 

about two cents per day per pupil. It will be remem- 

bered that these schools secured first prize for the 

best exhibit of school work at the school-grange fair 

last fall. 

* At the Hill there has been a rearrangement of the 
schools so that the seventh and eighth grades have 
been placed in the High School room and ali pupils 
in these grades in other parts of the town have been 
given the privilege of coming here. If all join in this 
plan the pressure will be removed in the schools hav- 
ing one teacher, and the pupils will have the benefit 
of the class instruction and promotion by certifi- 
eate. This plan gives the pupils an opportunity to 
be under the instruction of the head master and so 
be more directly fitted to enter the High School. 
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The class which entered High Schoollast Septem- 
ber is doing well and there is the prospect of a good 
class to enter next vear. Ail parents and other citi- 
zens should take special pains to keep pupils in High 
School. If all will take np the advantages of higher 
education, and if parents will keep the children in 
school, Jefferson can have a Hieh School of thirty or 
forty pupils. It takes time for schools to grow. 


It is very encouraging to note the increasing 
number of the High School graduates entering the 
higher institutions of learning. In addition of Della 
Ingerson who was in N. H. State College Jast year, 
Ona Kenison and William Wheeler are attending the 
‘same college, and Alice Cotton is attending Ply- 
mouth Normal School. Thelma Smith and Susie 
Perkins are studying to be trained nurses. 


The High School is doing well under Mr. Mc- 
Cartney. More pupils will go to college. Practical 
courses in arithmetic and agriculture are being 
given. The boys are ready to test samples of milk 
sent in. 


The Parent-Teacher Association still continues | 
to hold meetings to discuss the welfare of the schools. | 
Here is a splendid opportunity for all adult eitizens 
to meet in open forum and intelligently consider the 
welfare of the schools. 


Monthly teachers’ meetings are held. at which 
methods of teaching are discussed, books reviewed, 
and specially prepared papers given. Classes are 
oceasionally taught by one teacher for the consider-_ 
ation of the rest. Bae 

The school-grange fair held last fall was profita- 
ble. In the potato contest, Gordon Savage was 
awarded first prize and Roy Simmons second prize. 
In the tomato contest, Lucy Rogers was awarded 
first prize, while Alice Hunt and Ethelyn Freeman 
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tied for second. In cow-judging, Austin Parker was 
first and Harold Whittum second. On school exhibi- 
tions, Meadows schools were awarded first prize and 
Starrking second prize. 

The Riverton, Hill and Starrking schoolhouses 
have been improved inside by paint and varnish. 
Riverton has been amply equipped with slate black- 
boards, and the Highland shed has been enlarged. 
A new stove has been placed at the Vallev. For next 
year, the superintendent would recommend ventilat. 
ing systems like the one at Riverton; at Highland, 
new toilets and painting inside and outside; at Starr- 
king, painting outside; at Valley, inside renovation 
with slate blackboards; at Hill, painting outside, 
underpinning repaired, steps rebuilt, toilets enlarged, 
roof shingled, and the installation of a new heating 
plant. More than once during the year it has been 
necessary to close the schools at the Hill because the 
house could not be warmed by the present heating 
plant. The school board has very wisely placed 
chemical fire extinguishers at the Hill and the 
Meadows. 

The Memorial Day exercises this year were espec- 
-jally impressive. Red Men, Odd Fellows and Rebe- 
kahs joined in forming a procession from the high 
school building to the church, returning after the 
exercises to the cemetery, where the graves were 
decorated. ~Good music was furnished and the 
schools gave a vood program. The company dis- 
banded at the schoolhouse after giving the flag 
salute and singing America. 

There is still a crying demand for proper supple- 
mentary reading in the line of juvenile literature. 
The library trustees feel unable at present to pur- 
chase such books. The schools can, in a measure, 
supply the demand, but there is still great opportu- 
nity for some one to help the boys and girls in this 
direction. 
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According to the last published report of the 
Commissioner of Education there were 63,991 chil- 
dren in the public schools of the state. On the basis 
of this report, out of every 100 pupils entering the 
first grade, 92 completed eighth grade, 76 entered 
high school, 88 graduated from high school, 11 
entered some higher institution of learning and 7 
went to college. It will be seen, then, that approxi- 
mately 83 per cent of those completing grammar 
school enter high school, and 50 per cent of those 
entering high school graduate. Of those graduating 
from our eighth grade last June ail but one entered 
high school in the fall. The prospect is now good 
that we shall graduate a large percentage of this 
class. Of the five high school graduates of last June, 
two entered college and two are studying to be 
trained nurses. 

Of the High Scnools of the state, 50 have courses 
in Domestic Arts; 37, courses in Commerce; 27, 
courses in Agriculture; 8, courses in Mechanic Arts. 


Besides the 11 cities, there are some 31 supervis- 
ory districts in the state, including some 88 towns. 
In this supervised territory are included more than 
77 per cent of all the school children of the state. 
Something more than 56 per cent of the teachers 
and 42 per cent of the school ‘districts of the state 
belong to this supervised area. There should be 
enacted a state law providing for the supervision of 
all the schools of the state. 

The cost per pupil per day in the Jefferson 
schools is approximately 23 cents. The time actu- 
ally lost on account of pupils being absent, for the 
vear ending July 15, 1915, was 2059 days, or, reck- 
oned on the average membership of all-the schools, 
it is a loss of approximately 12 days per pupil. That 
is, the district is paying approximately $2.75 a year 
for each pupil for which there is no return, or a total 
of about $485.00. And not only is this value lost, 


but when there is absence we lose, by so much, our 
chances of drawing state aid on average attendance. 
All citizens, then, should be interested in keeping up 
revular attendance. 


The report at the close of the school year in June 
showed a total registration of 105 boys and 102 
girls and an average membership of 176.5. The aver- 
age attendance was 164.5 the per cent of attendance 
92.98. The instances of tardiness were 459. It will 
be seen that this record is better than last year in 
every point except in the instances of tardiness. <A 
creat effort should be made to correct this fault. 

During the fiscal year: the superintendent has 
made 147 visits in the schools’? The work of the office 
assistant has been increasingly helpful this year. 
Special help has been given in teachers’ meetings. 
The records, reports and tests are carefully super- 
vised. 

Pupils not absent or tardy during school year 
ending in June, 1915, were Bessie Phelps of the High 
Sehool and Lila Davis, Thayer Phelps, Clinton Me- 
Intyre and Alice Davis of the Hill School. 

The regular meetings of the school board are 
held the second Tuesday of each month. 

With the advice and consent of the school board, 
I recommend that the following sums be appro- 
priated for the ensuing year :—
